about SepL 1, but already there U evidence to Indlcsl* 
that the principal Issue WIII.IH tJie datermlnsUon ol 
wheUier In America we are to have eoastlUiUonal lor- 
emment under a republic, or whether we are to con- 
tinue toward iUt« eollecUvIsm under the arrofsnt 
domination ot a vast bureaucracy. 

Of eoune, there will be scores of contingent Issues 
but all ot them will be related to, the underlying prin- 
ciple which has motivated the new deal duhng the 
past twelve years, There-may have been some doubt 
in tha past as to the ebJecUvu ot Ihta administration, 
but the war has clorltled some liendi. one ot which 
is definitely that the lederal govenunent Is to super- 
sede sUle authorliy. This has been irfoet apparent 
during- tha wartime emergency, and the new dealers 
have shown- that such a prognun U their peacetime 
aim also. 

Controls over business, Industry and airlculture as 
Mil as Individuals, are projected «r the lulure. TTiere 
belittle doubt, if staUmenta ol new deal otIlclaU 
to l>o relied upon. This trend la dangemus, and Is 
destrucUve ot lundamenUl American principles. Public 
approval Irequently U lorthcomlng becauM ot an 
emergency, but It is questionable whether "emeraen- 
•■ica'' can be continued Indefinitely. 

The yptcra this tall should give careful conslderaUon 
lo this aevelopment which threatens the basic struc- 
ture ot American lite. It Is futile lo ttreas oUier Issues, 
or lo divert public attonUon elsewhere. The eI«tlon'
